REMARKS 

Favorable reconsideration of the present patent application is respectfully requested in 
view of the foregoing amendments and the following remarks. This Preliminary Amendment is 
being filed with a Request for Continued Examination (RCE). 

In this Amendment claims 45-46 are added, claims 2 and 12 are canceled and claims 1 
and 11 are amended. As a result, claims 1, 3-11, 13-46 are now pending in the application. 
Support for the amendments is found in various portions of the specification, for example, pages 
6-7 and Figures 2-3, as well as other portions of the disclosure. 

In the Office Action of November 17, 2005, claims 1-14, 17-26 and 29-44 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) in view of U.S. Patent 5,550,576 (Klosterman) in view of U.S. Patent 
5,883,621 (Iwamura). Claims 15-16 and 27-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) in view of 
the Klosterman patent and further in view of the Iwamura patent and yet further in view of U.S. 
Patent 5,438,372 (Tsumori). 

The arguments of the previous responses are hereby incorporated by reference into this 
paper. Further, it is respectfully submitted that the Klosterman patent, the Iwamura patent and 
the Tsumori patent, either taken singly or as a hypothetical combination, do not teach or suggest 
the features of the claimed invention in accordance with the pending claims, as amended. 
Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested.
